HE latest challenge of the federal

Viet Nam Baffles Both East and West 


OVIET moves in the Viet Nam crisis 

during the last few. days have given 
American —analysta _ plenty 
about. Little more 
than speculation can 
be reported, and even 
the speculations vary. 


: agreement: 
Soviet Union is eve 
bit as distre'ssed, 
baffied, and torn be- 
tween conflicting 
needs and interests as 
the United States is.

This latter point is important because 
there is now international recognition of 
Canada's. right to exploit the seabed 
resources at any distance off Gur Shores 
(limited only by similar rights of other 
countries).

Old Axis Technique 


It was characteristic of the European 
axis that it frequently directed its attacks 
at persons in the opposing camp.

This 
tactic sornetimes*achieved success but 
the sequel was never an accommodation; 
merely stiffer demands. 

There is room for suspicion that 
Messrs. Bennett and Lesage are trying 
their hands at the same game. With 
jurisdiction in dispute, the federal govern- 
has for several years been issuing 
exploration permits. Latterly, provincial 


governments have done the same. thing 
and sometimes permits have overlapped. 

(This ig. one reason why Ottawa has 
been anxious to secure a court decision 
as soon as possible), There is no signifi- 
cance to the timing of the latest federal 
permit; it resulted from a_ purely 
administrative decision. 

But Mr. Lesage has a different version 
of evénts. He took occasion in the 
Quebeg house to point out that the permit 
“was given by the minister (Mr, Laing) 
in the absence of the prime minister of 
Canada.’ This is an obvious attempt to 
drive a wedge between Mr. Laing and 
his colleagues; an invitation to Mr. 
Pearson to avoid trouble by repudiating 
his minister. 


Want Laing Out 


There have been other attacks on Mr, 
Laing and their motivation is obvious. 
He is a strong and generally respected 
minister. He has never sought quarrels 
with the provinces but has consistently 
refused to sacrifice his principles to 
appease provincial governments. He may 
thus appear an obstacle to the attainment 
of various goals sought by the premiers 
They would much prefer to deal with a 
flabby minister who could be pressured 
into buying peace at any price 

Mr. Laing, characteristically, has de- 
clined to be drawn into arguments with 
Mr. Lesage. But with a single, non-provo- 
cative, observation he has exposed the 
emptiness of one of the Quebec threats. 
Mr. Lesage has vowed that he will seek 
an injunction against the company (Pan- 
American Petroleum Corporation of Cal- 
gary) to prevent it from using its per- 
mit and that the federal government will 
be named as co-respondent. 

On this Mr. Laing has commented 
only: ‘I think his indication that he pro- 
posed to seek redress in the courts shows 
that he too recognizes that this matter 
is oné for-court settlement.” 

Precisely. Mr. Lesage and Mr. Bennett 
are beside themselves with indignation 
because the federal government is seek- 
ing a judicial decision. But in his anxiety 
to put Ottawa in its place Mr. Lesage 
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State Secretary Rusk-said in-a June 23 
speech that he found it hard to under- 
stand why North Viet Nam had rebuffed 
all opportunitiés to chart a course other 
than the one dictated by China. 

’ Private feeling at the highest level 
here is that North. Viet’ Nam can be 
made to see the light if Hanoi realizes 
that. American military power «in the 
area cannot be overcome, and world 
opinion, other, than Chinese, prods— it 
toward riegotiations, The key factor in 
“world opinion” is seen to be the atti- 
tude of the Soviet Union Washington 
hopes for effective pressuré on Hanoi 
from Moscow.

Bell, in an interview after the race, told about the sharing of 
ownership which had caught the racing world by surprise. 
~. “Frank McMahon is. a business associate of mine and 
Bing Crosby is a friend I've always wanted to bring back into 
racing as an owner,” Bell said. 

“When Bing sold his American string some years ago, I 
promised him that if every I had a horse likely to do well 
I would let him in on a share. 

“Last year I told him about this promising two-year-old I 
had in Ireland and Bing expressed the wish to buy a share. 
The arrangement was finalized less than 24 hours before the 
Derby was off." 

In the light of Crosby's later ‘TV statement, it is possible a 
gentiemen’s agreement to share the ownership existed for some 
months before being made formal. 

Speculation was rife as to how much Crosby and MeMahon 

paid for their shares. Guesses ranged as high as £40,000 
($120,000). 
‘ Crosby, who described the price as “‘top secret,” did say 
that he got his money back Saturday—and more. Since his 
one-third of the purse was $55,650 or legs (the jockey’s 10 per 
cent and certain other expenses presumably would be de- 
ducted), Bing had completed a profitable deal. 

After his Saturday victory, Meadow Court's value soared to 
an estimated £200,000 ($600,000) or more, And if he beats the

At Partner's Side

The issue is starkly clear. Ottawa 
believes that a case involving so many 
complexities should be decided by the 
impartial justices of the Supreme Court. 
This is what happened in the United 


cess 


States. There the judges decided in 1947 
in favor of the federal government and, 
although Congress in. the days of the 
Eisenhower administration yielded its 


miles from shore to the coastal states, 
federal authority beyond that limit-was 
reasserted by the Outer Continental 
Shelf Lands Act. ‘ 

This latter point is important hecause 
there is now international recognition of 
Canada's right to exploit the -seabed 
resources at any distance off our shores 
(limited only by similar rights of other 
countries).

But Mr. Lesage has a different version 
of events. He took occasion in the 
Quebee house to point out that the permit 
“was given by the minister’ (Mr, Laing) 
in the absence of the prime minister of 
Cahada."' This is an obvieus_attempt to 
drive a wedge~between Mr, Laing and 
his. colleagues; an invitation to Mr 
Pearson to avoid trouble by repudiating 
his minister. 


Want Laing Out 


There have been other attacks on Mr, 
Laing and their motivation is obvious, 
He is a strong and_gererally respected 
minister, He has never sought. quarrels 
with the provinces but has consistently 
refysed .to sacrifice. his principles to 
appease provincia] .governtiients. He may 
thus appear*an obstacje to the attainment 
of various goals sought by the premiers. 
They would much prefer to deai.with a 
flabby minister who could be pressured 
into buying peace at any price. 

Mr, Laing, characteristically, has de- 
clined to be drawn into arguments with 
Mr. Lesage. But with a single, non-provo- 
eative, observation he has exposed the 
emptiness of one of the Quebec threats, 
Mr. Lesage has vowed that he will seek 
an injunction against the company (Pan- 
American Petroleum Corporation of Cal- 


gary) to prevent it from using its per- 


mit and that the federal government wiil 
be named as co-respondent. 

On this Mr. Laing has commented 
only: “‘I think his indicatioh that he pro- 
posed to seek redress in the cour'ts shows 
that he too recognizes that this matter 
is one for court settlement.’’
